In response to applicant's argument respect to claims 1 and 1 1 that the reference 
fails to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon 
which applicant relies (i.e., Rappaport does not divide a plurality of channels within the 
cell, also does not contain the element of mapping a first group... onto a first plurality of 
radio resources). Examiner respectfully disagrees in fig. 9, cell A, the channels into 3 
sectorized channel groups A1-A3 (see fig.9, col.13, lines 22-24); mapping a first group 
of said plurality of logical groups onto a first plurality of radio resources (number of 
sector base stations (see fig.9, elements, A, Ai, 5 col. 13, lines 25-26), and Rappaport 
also discloses mapping at least one other group (fig.9, A2) of said plurality of logical 
groups onto a second plurality of radio resources (base station), at least one radio 
resource in said second plurality of radio resources corresponding to at least one radio 
resource in said first plurality of radio resources (see fig.9, elements, A, A 2 , 5 col. 13, 
lines 27-40 and its description).
